Priority 

1 . Please update the status of the parent application mentioned in the specification. 

Ciaim Objections 

2. Claims 1-18 are objected to because of the following informalities: claim 1, line 
10 recites "transferring the input power signal", however it is noted that the claim does 
positively recite "to what component of the modem" the "power signal" is transferred to. 
The same comment applies to the limitation "transferring the data signal", recited in line 
1 1 . Similar comment applies to similar limitations recited in claim 8. Claim 1 5, line 1 , 
"modem" should be deleted. The same comment applies equally to claim 17. Note that 
any claim whose base claim is objected is likewise objected. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Conclusion

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4. Claims 1-18 would be allowable if amended to overcome the objection set forth 
above. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: a method and apparatus are disclosed. The closest prior art US Pat No. 
RE38196E discloses similar method and apparatus. However, the prior art does not 
teach or fairly suggest, in combination with the other claimed limitations, the limitations 
of "a magnetic link operatively coupled to the switching signal of the switching converter, 
the magnetic link for transferring the input power signal during the active portion of the 
switching period, and for transferring the data signal during the non-active portion of the 
switching period"" recited in claim 1 and substantially similar limitations recited 8. .
